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JAMES M. FRANCISCUS 
DIES OF FART ATTACK 


‘Realty Dealer and Former City 
Treasurer Suddenly Strick- 
en at Home. 


James M. Franciscus, realty deal- 
er and former City Treasurer, died 
at 5 a. m. today at his home, 10 


Lenox place, of a sudden heart at- 


tack. He was at his downtown of- 
fice Saturday and took a long ride 
in the country yesterday. He was 
67 years old last Wednesday. 

Mr. Franciscus was head of the 
Franciscus Realty Co., 804 Chest- 
nut street, in which his three sons 
were associated with him. He is 
survived by his widow, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Lindsay Franciscus; the sons, 
J. Lindsay, James M. Jr., and John 
Franciscus, and two daughters, Mrs. 
O. P. J. Falk and Miss Jane Fran- 
ciscus. 

The funeral will be held Wednes- 
day from the residence at 9 a. m., 
to St. Louis Cathedral, and burial 
will be in Calvary Cemetery. 

Mr. Franciscus was born in St. 
St. Louis, the son of James N. 
Franciscus, who was a banker here 
in the period before the Civil War. 
He was educated at Washington 
University, and was employed by 
the Simmons Hardware Co., the 
Wabash Railroad and the Third 
National Bank before entering the 
real esttae business. His first ven- 
ture was in the partnership of 
Moffett & Franciscus. ' 

In 1901 Mr. Franciscus was elect- 
ed City Treasurer on the Demo- 
cratic city ticket, headed by Rolla 
Wells for Mayor. He was re-elect- 
ed, with Mr. Wells, in 1905, though 
some other city offices were won 
by Republicans, and served until 
1909. 

He was married in 1890 to Miss 
Katherine Lindsay, a granddaugh- 
ter of John Mullanphy, pioneer St. 
Louis philanthropist, and a daugh- 
ter of Gen. A. J. Lindsay, a Con- 
federate officer. The family is 
prominent socially, and one of the 
daughters, Miss Marion Francis- 
cus, now Mrs. Falk, was Queen of 
the Veiled Prophet’s ball of 1919. 

Mr. Franciscus was at various 
times a director of the Franklin- 
American Bank, vice-president of 
the Title Guaranty Trust Co., and 
vice-president of the National Real 
Estate Board. 


SPRING WILL BE HERE AT 7:43 


Vernal Equinox Ends Another Ab- 
normally Warm Winter.

WASHINGTON, March 20. — 
Spring arrives tonight at 8:43 p. 
m. (7:43 St. Louis time)—snow, 
rain, sleet or floods notwithstand- 
ing. 

The vernal equinox, the time 
when the sun begins to shine more 
strongly on the northern half of 
the world than on the southern, 
will end another abnormally. warm 
winter. Average temperatures as 
charted by the Weather Bureau 
ranged from 1 to 9 degrees above 
the normal of 35 in various sec- 
tions east of the Rockies. The 
year-round temperatures of the 
last 25 years have tended above 
normal.

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Henry West, Negro messenger 
for the Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
was arrested today by city detec- 
tives, who said he left three jury 
lists for the week of April 3, com- 
prising 180 names of prospective 
jurors, and the April 3 grand jury 
list, with the stenographer in the 
law office at room 704, Missouri 
Pacific Annex Building. 

The law office, according to the 
sign on the door, is occupied by 
Verne R. C. Lacy, Sam White, 
Louis White, Irwin White and H. 
Gordon Cohen. 

Lacy was at Tucson, Ariz., today. 
Reached there by telephone, ‘he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
knew nothing about West’s leaving 
jury lists at the law office. 

Louis White, speaking for his 
brothers, Samuel and Irwin White, 
and for Cohen, said the group of 
lawyers occupying the suite was 
not a partnership, and that they 
knew nothing of the leaving of the 


jury lists, or of any use to be made 


of them. 

Detectives Murphy and Shelton 
entered the law office, after Miss 
Eleanor Birnbrier, a policewoman, 
who sat waiting in the outer office 
by order of her superiors, reported 
to them that she saw West leave 
some papers with the stenographer, 
Miss Odessa Simpkins. 

The detectives reported that they 
found one of the lists before Miss 
Simpkins, who sat at her typewrit- 
er. 

Miss Simpkins accompanied de- 
tectives to the office of Chief of 
Detectives Kaiser, as did a young 
man, a law student in the office. 
Chief -Kaiser told reporters that 
she had made a statement to him. 
Afterward she was placed in the 
matron’s room. : 

Bass to See Woman. 

Sigmund Bass, attorney, called 
at Police Headquarters at noon, 
seeking to talk with Miss Simpkins, 
who, he said, was his client. When 
permission was denied he went be- 
fore Circuit Judge Landwehr and 
told the Judge he wished to apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus for the 
young woman’s immediate release. 
Judge Landwehr, after hearing a 
representative of the Circuit Attor- 
ney, notified the police that they 
should permit Bass to interview the 
young woman. The application for 
a writ of habeas,corpus was not 
presented formally. 

West, after leaving the law of- 
fice, was followed by detectives to 
the Municipal Courts Building and 
was arrested there. The law 
student said he had no connection 
with or knowledge of the matter, 
and he was released. 

Chief Kaiser stated that the trail- 
ing and arrest of the messenger, 
West, was occasioned by a state- 
ment made to Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler by Herbert Keeton, formèrly an 
investigator for lawyers. Keeton, 
according to the Circuit Attorney, 
had said that some previous jury 
lists had been delayed by the mes- 
senger in their delivery to the 
Judges of the Criminal Court divis- 
ions, long enough to permit unau- 
thorized persons to copy them. 

Arrested at Courts Building. 

West, known about the courts as 

“Buddy,” made a statement to po- 


lice and reporters to the effect that 


he had twice delivered list to per- 
sons other than those officially en- 
titled to receive them. He told re- 
porters he had done this as a favor, 
and had received no money there- 
for. 

Circuit Clerk Schmoll, for whom 
West has worked for 12 years, an- 
nounced he would discharge West. 
He said West, as messenger in his 
office, had occasion to go to the 
Municipal Courts Building fre- 
quently to deliver papers to the 
Courts of Domestic Relations, and 
that, as an accommodation to the 
Sheriff's office, West had delivered 
the jury lists to the Judges of the 
criminal divisions of the court, also 
in the Municipal Courts Building. 
Handling of these lists was not a 
part of his required work, Schmoll 
said. 

In June, 1927, West, then work- 
ing for Schmoll and known also as 
a professional bondsman and li- 
censed watchman, was detained by 
police on complaint of a woman 
who said he had endeavored to get 
her to withdraw a robbery charge 
against three persons then under 
arrest. The police applied for a 


warrant charging West with at- 


tempting to compound a felony, but 
one of Circuit Attorney Sidener’s 
assistants refused to issue the war- 
rant. 

West is 45 years old and lives at 
2653 Adams street. 

Circuit Attorney Miller said he 
was awaiting reports from the po- 
lice, investigating the case, before 
determining his procedure. 

Among the cases docketed in the 
three criminal divisions of the Cir- 
cuit Court for the week of April 3 
are those of Ralph Pierson, charged

PUT ON TRIAL FOR 


BETRAYING BRITAIN’ 


Prosecutor at Court-Martial 
Charges Lieut. Baillie- 
Stewart ‘Sold’ Country 
for $175. 


ALLEGES WOMAN 
SENT HIM MONEY 


Defendant Accused of Giv- 


ing German Information 
Which Might Be Useful 
to an Enemy.

LONDON, March 20. — A charge 
that Lieut. Norman Baillie-Stewart 
of the British army had “sold his 
country for the sake of £50,” was 
made today by Maj. H. Shapcott, 
the prosecuting officer, in opening 
a court-martial against the young 
officer. The Lieutenant has beena 
prisoner in the Tower of London 
for several weeks. 

The general nature of the 
charges distlosed that Baillie-Stew- 
art, an officer of the Seaforth 
Highlanders, allegedly planned 
with a German suspected of being 
a fareign agent, to procure and 
communicate army secrets which 
might be useful to an enemy. 

Maj. Shapcott produced a letter 


addressed to Baillie-Stewart, signed 
“Marie Louise,” and mailed at Ber- 
lin. It was said to have contained 
ten £5 notes (currently about $175). 
The prosecutor said he would 
mince no words, and declared the 
accused had betrayed his country 
for that amount. 

The principal charge is that be- 
tween Aug. 1 and Nov. 12, 1932, 
Baillie-Stewart communicated to 
Otto Waldemar Obst of Berlin “in- 
formation which might be useful to 
an enemy.” Obst is the man sus- 
pected of “being a foreign agent 
within the meaning of the official 
secrets act.” 

Letters Produced as Evidence. 

It was in an effort to back the 
charges by circumstantial evidence 
that the prosecution produced the 
“Marie Louise” letter and some 
others which had come into the 
possession of the authorities after 
they had placed a watch on the 
Lieutenant. 

A second letter from “Marie 
Louise” containing four £10 notes, 
said Maj. Shapcott, and another 
signed “Alphonse Poiret,“ was 
mailed from Aldershot to Obst in 
Berlin last November. 

“You will want to know who Al- 
phonse Poiret is,” Maj. Shapcott 
said, “I shall tell you. 
accused officer. This letter is in his 
handwriting.” 

The letter requested that Obst 
use smaller seals on his communi- 
cations to England, “because these 
large ones are apt to arouse the 
curiosity of unscrupulous people.” 

Admitted Receiving Money. 

Maj. Shapcott said that last Jan- 
uary when Baillie-Stewart was 
questioned he admitted he had re- 
ceived £90 in English bank notes 
from Berlin, but said the money 
had been sent to him by a woman 
“in consequence of a love affair.” 

At that time, said the Major, the 
accused officer said he knew the 
woman only as “Marie Louise,” 
that she was 22 and fair and that 
he had “made love to her once be- 
side a lake.” 

Lieut. Baillie-Stewart, son of a 
British army lieutenant-colonel, 
looked pale and drawn as he ap- 
peared for trial in Chelsea. On 
entering the court he clicked his 
heels smartly, however, salut e d 
the President and then stepped 
across the width of the hall and 
stood facing the court as the for- 
malities of the opening proceeded. 
The 24-year-old officer was wearing 
his kilt and glengarry bonnet but 
was minus his Sam Browne belt. 

There are 10 charges altogether 
against him and he pleaded not 
guilty to each. 


The trial opened with an unpro- 
grammed incident. A man in 
clergyman’s attire rose from the au- 
dience just after the members of 
e court were sworn in and hold- 

dramatically a Bible over his 
head, cried “I protest in the name 
of Jehovah against this young of- 
ficer being committed to the tow- 
er.”

President to Send Special 
Message as Soon as House 
Acts on Farm Bill—Job 
Program Later. 


WAGNER MEASURE 
TO PAVE THE WAY 


Seeks Liberalizing of R. F. 
C. Construction Loans — 
Reforestation Phase May 
Be in First Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is expected by his 
close advisers to send a message to 
Congress within the next few days 
recommending an emergency unem- 
ployment relief fund of $500,000,000 
for direct grants to the states. 

The President also probably will 
include in his immediate emergency 
program a $40,000,000 appropriation 
out of unexpended funds in the 
Treasury to begin his reforestation 
program. 

These proposals, which the Presi- 
dent regards of immediate urgency, 
will be submitted to Congress in a 
special message probably as soon 
as the House passes farm relief 
legislation, expected by Wednesday. 

A more permanent and far-reach- 
ing program of relief for the jobless 
will be submitted later, probably 
based upon legislation introduced 
today by Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, for liberalizing construc- 
tion loans through the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 

The $500,000,000 proposal for di- 
rect relief was submitted to the 
President by the committee which 
has been studying the proposal for 
him, composed .of Miss Frances 
Perkins, Secretary of Labor, and 
Senators Wagner, Costigan (Dem.), 
Colorado, and La Follette (Rep.), 
Wisconsin. 

It provides for administration of 
the fund under a relief director re- 
sponsible solely to the President 
himself. The money would be ad- 
vanced from the R. F. C. under ad- 


ditional borrowing power conferred 


upon it by the bill. 
The legislation will mark the 
Federal Government’s first move in 
the field of direct relief. It is draft- 
ed along the lines of the old La 
Follette-Costigan bill which the 
Senate rejected in the last session 
for the Wagner loan measure. 
Whether the President would in- 
clude any of his reforestation pro- 


plan had not been definitely deter- 
mined. It was thought by his ad- 
visers, however, that he would pro- 
pose appropriation of a $40,000,000 
unexpended balance in the Treasury 
to start the plan. 

Eventually it is contemplated 
that a bond issue of 3500, 000,000 
shall be floated to put some 200, 
000 men to work on reforestation 
and similar jobs. 

Wagner introduced in the Senate 
today three bills looking toward a 
long range attack on the unemploy- 
ment problem. 

The first would liberalize the law 
under which the reconstruction 

corporation can lend for public 
construction work. Loans would be 
permissable for all work deemed 
“needful and in the public interest” 
without being actually “self-liquida- 
ting.” 

He also offered legislation pro- 
viding for a nation-wide syetem of 
employment offices through cq-op- 
eration of the Federal and state 
Governments. 

A third bill designed to encour- 
age creation of unemployment in- 
surance funds, Would exempt from 
taxation one-third of the funds used 
by corporations for this purpose.

empowering him to slash veterans’ 
compensations and Government sal- 


aries. 

With this weapon, he intends to 
jop off about $500,000,000 from Fed- 
eral expenses. 

He and his aids already are busy 
preparing the new schedule of sala- 


ries and veterans’ allowances, and 
expect to put these into effect be- 
fore the next pay day comes along 
on April 1. 

A minimum saving of 3280, 00,000 
through reduced veterans’ compen- 
sations and $100,000,000 in lowered 
salaries is contemplated in the ad- 
ministration moves to get the bud- 
get balanced within a year. 

This is the second of the emerg- 
ency measures to be signed by the 
President. A third one—the beer 
bill—is expected quickly at the 
White House. 

Signs When at Luncheon. 

President Roosevelt interrupted 
his luncheon being served on his 
office desk to sign the economy 
measure. 

At 1:32 p. m., he picked up an 
old pen lying on the desk to affix 
his signature and directed that the 
pen be given to Lewis Douglas, Di- 
rector of the Budget, who will 
share the brunt of administering 
the new act. 

Henry Morgenthau Jr., chairman 
of the Farm Board, was having 
Juncheon with the President. 

Orders by the President himself 
are required to make most of the 
reductions. 

However, in preparation for the 
bill’s enactment, the Veterans’ ad- 
ministration last week ordered its 
field stations to dis¢ontinue awards 
in veterans’ cases. It also sus- 
pended all admissions to. veterans’ 
homes and hospitals except those of 
emergency nature. 

Under the bill, the President has 
the power to fix new regulations 
and new limits of eligibility for pen- 
sions, compensation, etc. This 
clause will remove thousands from 
the rolls, and will prevent the addi- 
tion of thousands more. 

Civil War Pensions Cut. 

Except for men permanently dis- 
abled, hospital and domiciliary care 
Will be limited to those whose all- 
ments were actually caused by war 
service. Pensions for Civil War 
or previous service will be cut 10 
per cent flat. Only those emerg- 
ency officers who saw service and 
were injured during the actual 
World War period will be allowed 
further retirement pay. 

All provisions of existing law 
under which ailments are presumed 
to be of war origin if developed 
within so many years after the war, 
are now out. 

In addition the President is au- 
thorized, after investigation of the 
cost of living, to cut all Federal sal- 
aries except those fixed by the Con- 
stitution, by as much as 15 per 
cent.

linger, Duval County medical offi- 
cer; C. D. Whitaker, prison physi- 
cian, and J. J. Kindred, New York 
City. They reported Zangara's 
brain was “perfectly normal on 
gross examination.” 

The report said: 

“Zangara had a chronically di- 
seased gall-bladder which had ad- 
hesions and was therefore a victim 
of chronic indigestion. He was, 
however, a healthy, well nourished 
individual. 

“Zangara’s conduct during his 
last moments in the execution 
chamber indicated clearly he had a 
proper understanding of his sur- 
roundings and realized fully the na- 
ture of the punishment about to 
be meted out to him as evidenced 
by his verbal expressions and de- 
meanor. 

In our opinion this man was re- 
garded as having been sane and 
also regarded medically as crim- 
inally responsible for the crime for 
which he was executed.” 

Refuses Aid of Clergyman. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Na- 
than Mayo, who also is head of the 
Prison Bureau, was among those 
who witnessed the execution. 

Mayo and Chapman went to Zan- 
gara just before the execution and 
asked him if he wanted a minister 
or priest. 

Throwing his hands into the air, 
Zangara replied: “No, I no want 
minister. There no God. It’s all 
below.” 

On the insistence of Mayo and 
Chapman, however, the Rev. L. O. 
Sheffield, prison chaplain, entered 
the death cell and made a brief 
prayer. 

What's your business?” demand- 
ed Zangara of the minister. Told 
that Sheffield was a minister, Zan- 
gara again threw up his hands, 
shouting. “Get out of here. I no 
want no minister.” 

Sheffield began reading the four- 
teenth chapter of John’s Gospel. 

* Zangara interrupted the minister 
with more shouting and finally 
quieted, listening to the reading. 

Then, suddenly, Zangara broke in- 
to another uproar which was end- 
ed by the death march. 

Chapman said he had examined 
the sheaf of papers which Zangara 
handed to him in the execution 
room. The papers contain personal 
requests to Chapman, the superin- 
tendent said, and will not be made 
public, 

Not Member of Gang. 

In a conversation with Zangara 
before the execution this morning, 
Commissioner Mayo asked him if 
he was a member of arly gang. 

“No,” Zangara replied. “And I 
have no friends. It was idea of my 
own.” . 

Mayo asked Zangara if he was 
sorry he killed Mayor Cermak and 
Zangara replied, “No.” Then Mayo 
asked if Zangara did not regret 
shooting and wounding Mrs. Joe H. 
Gill of Miami, another of the vic- 
tums who still is in a Miami hospi- 
tal. 

“No,” Zangara said, “she had no 
business getting in the way of the 
bullet.“ a 

Mayo said he thought Zangara’s 
worst punishment since his arrest 
was the refusal of his request that 
a photographer be permitted to 
take pictures of the execution. This 
request, Mayo said, was the only 
one Zangara made while awaiting 
execution. 


Story of Attempt to Kill President 
Roosevelt. 


Thousands witnessed the shooting 
of Mayor Cermak. A huge crowd 
was assembled at Bayfront Park 
in a public reception for Mr. Roose- 
velt. Cheers /were still echoing 
when leaped to a chair 
and leveled a pistol he bought at a 
pawnshop for $7.50. 

As he started to fire, a bystand- 
er, Mrs. W. F. Cross of Miami, was 
reported to ‘have seized his arm 
and the bullets went wild. Mayor 
Cermak, Mrs. Joe H. Gill of Miami, 
William Sinnott of New York, Miss 
Margaret Kruis of Newark, N. J., 
and Russell Caldwell of Coconut 
Grove, Fla., were wounded. 

Mr. Roosevelt took Mayor Cermak 
in his own automobile and held him 
in his arms as the car sped to the

Roosevelt, “I’m glad it was me and 
not you.” 

Zangara’s clothes were almost 
torn from his body as police hur- 
He explained he 
had identified Mr. Roosevelt from 
a newspaper clipping and desired 
to kill him because he hated all 
government, presidents and kings. 
Zangara said he had “always been 
poor” and that his stomach “hurt 
all time” so he wanted others to 
know suffering. 

A special grand jury was called 
quickly to act in Zangara’s case, 
and a sanity commission pro- 
nounced him a “social misfit” but 
he refused to make a plea of in- 
sanity as a defense. 

He pleaded guilty to charges of 
attempting to kill President-elect 
Roosevelt and assault with attempt 
to kill Miss Kruis, Sinnott and 
Caldwell, the least seriously wound- 
ed of his victims. As a sentence 
of 80 years in prison was pro- 
nounced in those cases, he shouted, 
“How much you give me? Don't 
be stingy, make it a hundred 
years!” 

Mayor Cermak weakened follow- 
ing complication after complica- 
tion and died March 6. 

Sentence of Death. 

That day the grand jury 
was recalled and Zangara was in- 
dicted for murder. Zangara, in- 
formed of Mayor Cermak's death, 
said, Me no care, it was fault of 
that woman who hit my arm.“ 
March 9, he pleaded guilty of first 
degree murder and the next day 
Judge Uly Thompson sentenced him 
to death. 


Zangara whirled on the court as 
sentence was passed and called 
the Judge a “crook man” and then 
shouted, “Me no afraid that chair!” 
He was secretly removed to the 
death cell at Raiford prison the 
next day and there he lost much 
of his boastfulness. 


He was little moved when in- 
formed last night of his impend- 
ing execution. His last day was 
spent mostly in his bunk. He had 
chicken for dinner at his request. 

Zangara .was a bricklayer in 
Hackensack, N. J. He said his 
father lived near the town of Fer- 
ruzzano, Calabria, Italy. 


Mrs. Gill Still in Serious Condition 
* at Miami Hospital.

Giuseppe Zangara paid with his life

Steagall Measure Providing 

for Loans to Non-Reserve 
Members Is Sent to the 
Senate. | 


Associated Press. 
SHIN TON, March 20.—The 
House today passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill which would let state 
banks and trust companies borrow 
from Federal Reserve banks. The 
Senate recessed this afternoon until 
tomorrow. : 

Its sponsors said the bill was de- 
signed to correct an. oversight in 
the emergency banking act. Chair- 
man Steagall of the House Bank- 
ing Committee said it had the sup- 
port of the President and the 
Treasury. 

The measure would let state 
banks and trust companies, for one 
year, deposit collateral with Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, receiving loans 
on the securities. Eligibility of the 
collateral would be decided by the 
Reserve banks, and state banks 
and trust companies would accept 
as loans the new currency author- 
ized by the emergency banking act. 

Deposit of Capital Stock. 

Before these privileges are al- 
lowed, however, the non-member 
banks would be required to deposit 
with the Federal Reserve the same 
percentage of capital stock re- 
quired from member banks. The 
non-member banks also would be 
subject to all regulations that apply 
to membérs of the Federal Reserve 
system. 

Steagall told the House there was 
“perhaps 10,000 state banks and 
trust companies not members of 
the Federal Reserve System that 
were able to carry on their busi- 
ness when the order came to close 
all banks. 

“It was decided to open grad- 
ually and that has been done,” he 
said. “But there are still several 
thousand non-member banks left 
to fight their own battle, finance 
themselves the best they can and 
deal with their difficulties in their 
own way without the privilege we 
have extended to banks that are 
members. 

“Some say it is not right to al- 
low banks that had no part in 
building the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem to come in and share its bene- 
fits with member banks that have 
contributed to the system. 

Opposes Discrimination. 

“In reply, I say that this body 
represents all banks and phases of 
the commercial life of the people. 
There is no reason why we should 
discriminate in the use of Govern- 
ment credit in this emergency. Peo- 
ple depositing in non-member banks 
are just as much entitled to relief 
as those depositing in member 
banks, 

“We have incorporated a provi- 
sion to require non-members to 
make the same deposits required of 
members as long as the loans are 
outstanding. But the question is 
whether we shall use the credit of 
the United States to relieve one 
class of banks and let the others 
suffer.”

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‘DUST OF VOLCANO IN 
JAPAN EXPECTED TO 
REDUCE HEAT HERE 


— — — 


Cloud Moving Eastward Ex- 
pected to Surround Globe 
in Two Weeks. 


St. Louis is expected to have a 
cooler 6 this year because 
of an en of volcanic dust 
which is spreading eastward from 
Japan and is expected to surround 
the entire globe within the next 


two weeks, according to Roscoe 
Nunn, head of the Government 
Weather Bureau here. 

The dust, caused by the recent 


eruption of the Abozan volcano in 
Japan, is expected to reach the 
stratosphere above the Hawaiian 
Islands this week. It is traveling 
with the upper air currents at 100 
to 200 miles an hour. 

Its effect will be to lower the 
average temperature from one to 
two degrees, which means a con- 
Aderable reduction in the tempera- 
ture at certain intervals, especially 
during the summer. Nunn said the 
next two summers should be some- 
what cooler than usual, the extent 
depending on the volume of dust. 

A similar lowering of the tem- 
perature was expected following a 
volcanic eruption in South America 


it failed to come about because the 
dust was not heavy enough. 


The dust is expected to cause a 
reappearance of the Bishop’s ring, 
first discovered in 1883, following 
the Krakatoa eruption, by Charles 
R. Bishop, founder of the Honolulu 
Museum. It is a reddish-brown sun 
halo, eight to 10 degrees in width, 
and visible mostly during the mid- 
dle of the day, The dust itself, 
which forms a veil between the 
earth and the sun, thus absorbing 
solar heat, is most noticeable dur 
ing sunrise and sunset, when the 
sun is seen through a greater den- 
sity of atmosphere. It has a de 
cided effect on the coloring of sun- 
sets and rainbows.

Munich Police Report Attempt on 
Life of German Chan- 
cellor.

BERLIN, March 20.—Chancellor 
Hitler and his advisers have com- 
pleted the draft of an enabling act 
in which the’ Hitler government 
asks the Reichstag for dictato~'1 
powers until April 1, 1937, or “for 
the duration of the present Gover.a- 
ment.“ 

Presumably it will be presented 
early in the Reichstag session, 
which begins tomorrow. The act 
empowers the Government to pro- 
mulgate laws even if they conflict 
with the Constitution, and removes 
from the Reichstag and the Reich- 
srat control over such legislation 
and also over future treaties with 
foreign powers, for which the Gov- 
ernment itself undertakes sole re- 
sponsibility.

confer with the House leaders in 
an effort to have the bill amended. 

In the section excepting certain 
necessities from the tax, there is a 
provision defining “essential com- 
modities,” which are not to be 
taxed. “Livestock, poultry and oth- 
er products of the farm, grove and 


garden” are included: in the defini- | 


tion. 

The Governor said that it seemed 
to him that tobacco would come 
under this definition and would 
thereby be exempted from the tax. 

He also said he could find no pro- 
vision in the bill which would per- 
mit the taxation of admissions, The 
bill places the tax on “every retail 
merchant engaging in the busi- 
ness of selling any tangible prop- 
erty.” Unless admissions could -be 
construed as tangible property, it 
appears to the Governor, they 
would not be taxed, and it is his 
opinion the bill does not reach 
them. : 

The Governor said that he ex- 
pected the bill would be amended 
in the House to meet his desires, 

In his special message to the Leg- 
islature, he asked that the tax be 
placed on all non-essentials and 
that no essential be taxed. 

The House undoubtedly will make 
the bill conform to the Governor’s 
message and its passage in the 
House is virtually certain. Opposi- 
tion, however, will come in the 
Senate, where the tax legislation 
is considered to be in danger. 
Neither Senator Kinney of St. 
Louis nor any of the other Demo- 
cratic Senators from St. Louis are 
favorable to a sales tax at the 
present time. Senator Casey of 
Kansas City also has indicated 
that he does not favor it. 

While not committing themselves 
definitely against a sales tax, their 
position is that it should be post- 
poned at least until late summer, 
when the exact condition of the 
State’s revenue can be ascertained.

C. H. Manville, State Food and 
Drug Commissioner, under whose 
direction breweries will be licensed 
to manufacture and dealers to sell 
beer, said today that he would con- 
fer with the Attorney-General on 
the licensing machinery, but that so 
far he had not mapped out an or- 
ganization. 

Under the law, Manville has the 
power to issue licenses, but no pow- 
er of revocation, except in the case 
of a brewer or dealer who is con- 
victed of a violation of the beer 
law. 

Cities are prohibited in the act 
from taxing dealers for the sale of 
beer and the question as to whether 
a city will have the right to impose 
regulations is an undecided ques- 
tion. 

Applicants for licenses must state 
under oath in their applications 
that they are American citizens and 
that they will not permit intoxi- 
cating liquor of any kind having 
an alcoholic content of more than 
legal percentage by weight to “be 
kept, stored or secreted” on their 
premises. 

While the law makes illegal the 
sale of beer to be drunk at a bar 
or counter, and while it prohibits 
sale in any room which has “the 
appearance of a saloon, such as 
existed,” there is no power grant- 
ed any official for revocation of the 
dealer’s license for violation of the 
provisions. The law declares it to 
be unlawful to sell beer at a bar, or 
in a room having a bar, mirror 
or other old-time saloon fixture, 
but fails to designate such offenses 
to be misdemeanors or to provide a 
penalty. 

Neither the Food and Drug Com- 
missioner nor any other State of- 
ficial appears from the act to have 
any authority beyond the issuance 
of the license. Prosecutions for 
violation of its provisions will be 
solely within the discretion of the 
Prosecuting Attorney. There is no

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FATHER IN PLANE 


Lieut. James A. Willis Re- 
cently Had Returned to 
Flying Duty From White 
House Post.

PETERSBURG, Va., March 20. 


Three flyers were killed yester- 
day when their army transport 
plane crashed into a roadside field 
near Petersburg and burst into 
flames. 

The victims were identified as 
Lieut. James A. Willis Jr. of Bol- 
ling Field, Washington, his father, 
Maj. James A. Willis, and Maj. John 
A. Parker. Maj. Willis and Maj. 
Parker were connected with the 
Judge Advocate General’s depart- 
ment. Lieut. Willis was a former 
aide at the White House. 

Lieut. Willis who was dragged 
from the wreckage by a Negro 
farmer was identified immediately 
by letters on his person, but his 
passengers were charred beyond 
recognition. Their identity was 
disclosed by Bolling Field officials 
who were notified of the crash. 

Officials said the ship was re 
ported flying in a fog toward Wash- 
ington from Pope Field, Fayette- 
ville, N. C. 

Among the several theories of 
the cause of the accident was the 
belief of Capt. Bahr that the pilot 
was seeking a place to land, but 
finding the clearing too mall at- 
tempted to rise again and failed. 

Just Back on Active Duty. 

Lieut. Willis was on duty as a 
White House aide until he returned 
to active flying duty this month. 
His tour of duty at the executive 
mansion terminated with the 
change of administration on 
March 4. 

A graduate of West Point and 
both primary and advanced fly- 
ing schools, he held the air-pilot 
rating, and had seen four years’ 
service in the air from Bolling 
Field, interrupted only by normal 
ground duty and his duties at the 
White House during the latter part 
of the Hoover administration. 

He. was not married, and is sur- 
vived by his mother, widowed in 
the same accident, and a sister, 
Margaret, who reside in Washing- 
ton. 

Others Are Old Friends. 

The other victims of the crash 
were old friends, and for several 
years had been colleagues in ser- 
vice in the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s office. Last Friday they left 
Washington on a cross-country 
fligh tto Spartensburg, N. C., with 
Maj. Willis’ son at the controls. 
They were returning, when their 
flight ended fatally. 

During the Spanish-American 
War, Maj. Willis, 55, served with 
the South Carolina Volunteers and 
saw service in Cuba. He entered 
the regular army some years later, 
attaining the rank of Colonel of 
Infantry during the World War. 

Maj. Parker, also 55, formerly 
was a Captain in the North Caro- 
lina National Guard and served for 
some time along the Arizona bor- 
der during the Mexican troubles 
17 years ago. 

He entered the reguiar army in 
1917 and served at various posts. 
Of recent years before coming to 
Washington he had been stationed 
in the Panama Canal zone and at 
Fort Bennings, Ga.

Second on the list this 
yar is Edward Mallinckrodt, 16 
Westmoreland place, chairman of 
the board of the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works, with a return of 
$60,720. He was third last year, 
with $60,790. 

The Board of Equalization will 
be in session for four weeks at 114 
City Hall, during which time real 
estate owners may seek revision of 
the valuations fixed by the Asses- 
sor. Personal property returns are 
made by the owners, covering 
money in bank, securities, house- 
hold goods, automobiles and other 
forms of property, but such levies 
are made by the Assessor if the 
owners fail to make returns. The 
Board of Equalization has power to 
decrease assessments on real or 
personal property on formal com- 
plaint of taxpayers or increase 
them on motion of the Assessor, in 
either case on showing of cause.

This is about 10 
per cent less than the assessment 
last year and about 20 per cent 
less than for 1931.

Taxes are due next September 
and will become delinquent after 
Dec. 31. The tax rate for this year 
will be fixed soon. It was $2.74 on 
the $100 assessed valuation last 
year.

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ROUSES FIREMEN 


One Group of Union Con- 
siders Matter at Meeting 
and Another Will Take It 


Up Tomorrow. 


Members of the City Firemen’s 
Union, meeting today at 3535 Pine 
boulevard, discussed the demand is- 
sucd Saturday in behalf of the Re- 
publican City Committee for cam- 
paign contributions from the Fire 
Department amounting to about 
$9400. 

The firemen, while they refused 
to discuss the demand with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, are known 
to be aroused against it. The union 
meeting was private and it was not 
indicated what action miight be 
taken. Those attending were off 
duty today. The other platoon will 
meet at the same piace tomorrow. 

During the last eight years, un- 
der the administration of Mayor 
Miller, it has been the custom of 
the Republican Committee to call 
for campaign donations from the 
firemen on a fixed scale. Hereto- 
fore, the firemen, although many 
of them disliked to give up the 
money, were inclined to feel pay- 
ments were in the nature of insur- 
ance to keep their jobs. 


One Reason for Objection. ' 

Now, feeling the Democrats have 
a strong chance to win the city 
election April 4, they are wonder- 
ing if it might not be fatal to their 
positions to give to the Republic- 
ans. This feeling is particularly 
strong among the officers, who 
might be especiaily subject to de- 
motion or dismissal if regarded as 
active Republicans. 

Word went out from Fire De- 
partment headquarters at City Hall 
Saturday, it was learned, that mem- 
bers of the department were ex- 
pected to contribute according to 
this scale: Captain 312; lieuten- 
ants and engineers, 311; private, 
$10; watchmen, $5. It was said the 
donation from each of the District 
Chiefs was supposed to be about 
$50. 

There are 955 members of the de- 
partment, including 662 privates. 
All are members of the union except 
the District Chiefs, the Deputy 
Chief and Chief De Voto. The Chief 
said last Saturday he knew nothing 
about any effort to collect campaign 
funds from his men. 


Says He Ordered Collection. 


Arthur Benda, secretary of the 
Fire Department, related today that 
on Saturday he had directed the 
District Chiefs to make the collec- 
tion, suggesting that a uniform 
scale should be followed. He de- 
nied specifying any particular scale. 
Benda said he told the District 
Chiefs today there must be no co- 
ercion in their solicitation and no 
record kept of those who give or 
fail to give. : 

He said he insisted there must be 
no discrimination against men who 


did not give, and that contributions | 


were to be received for the Demo- 
cratic campaign as well as the Re- 
publican, if offered. Early last 
week, Benda went on, he and other 
departmental officials attended a 
conference at the Republican City 
Committee headquarters, at which 
they were told city employes were 
expected to contribute to the party 
funds. It was the general idea, he 
added, that each employe was to 
give 10 per cent of a month’s sal- 
ary, but he argued that firemen 
should not be asked to pay so 
much, 

The pay of a private in the Fire 
Department is $180 a month, less 
the 10 per cent reduction in effect 
since last June. } 

Charter Provision Ignored. 

The city Charter provides that 
any person who shall solicit, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any contribu- 
tion or assessment for any political 
party from any person in the city’s 
classified service shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. The punishment, 
on conviction, shall be a fine of $10 
to $500 or imprisonment for not 
more than 100 days, or both fine 
and imprisonment. This Charter 
provision always has been ignored. 
Firemen are in the classified ser- 
vice. 

Before Mayor Miller’s administra- 
tion, under Mayor Kiel, many fire- 
men contributed to the Republican 
campaign funds, but the require- 
ments were not so exacting. Since 
Mayor Miller has been in office 
firemen off duty have been required 
to attend meetings of Republican 
ward organizations and to work at 
the polls on election days. 

In a report published two months 
ago, the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters said of the Fire De- 
partment: “Promotion of officers 
to all grades is largely influenced 
by politics, and as a result of these 
causes the department has not 
progressed with the modern de- 
velopment of fire fighting and 
fire prevention.” 

Firemen are not the only city em- 
ployes solicited to give to the Re- 
publican campaign fund. As usual, 
solicitation is general among work- 
ers in all departments. Heads of 
departments have received notice 
from Charles R. Gillespie, treasurer 
of the Republican City Committee, 
himself a city employe, that dona- 
tions are desired from the 7000 em- 
ployes. Republican leaders have 
felt that the threat of a Democratic 
victory next .north, and consequent 
turnover of jobs, would make thx 
Republican employes willing to give 


all they could and campaign vigor 


ously this year.

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Cotton Shippers’ Group Says Farm 
Bill Puts Planter in Servitude 


Declares Under It Secretary of -Agriculture 
Can Upset Marketing System Overnight 
Predicts “Irreparable Damage.”

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20. — A 
bitter attack on the administration 
farm relief program as holding no 
hope for success” was made yes- 


terday by a special committee of 
the American Cotton Shippers’ As- 
sociation. 

After a series of conferences 
here, the committee issued a state- 
ment declaring that the men who 
aided in drawing up the cotton pro- 
visions of the farm bill were “far 


from being experienced in the 


handling and distribution of cot- 
ton.“ 

“They are experienced chiefly,” 
the statement said, “in the prepa- 
ration of propaganda and in po- 
litical methods necessary to keep 
themselves drawing good _ salaries 
from farm organizations and, in- 
directly, from the United States 
Treasury.” 

The statement was 3 by T. 
F. Bush of Waco, Tex.; J. W. Gar- 
row of Houston, Tex.; C. W. But- 
ler of Memphis, Tenn.; and Damer- 
on H. Williams of Gastonia, N. C. 
They mentioned no names of those 
they referred to. 

Farmer in Servitude. 

“Under this bill,” they said, “the 
farmer is placed in a position of 
actual servitude under the com- 
plete domination of the Secretary 
of Agriculture. What to plant, how 
to plant and what price he will re- 
ceive will be dictated by a bureau 
in Washington. His farm will be 
under the management of a Gov- 
ernment bureaucracy. 

“It is our conviction that the 
farmer, once he understands what 
the bill means to him, will not co- | 


- 


operate but will resent the imposi- 
tion. 


“Under this act the Secretary ofi 


Agriculture is empowered to com- 
pletely regulate, or, if he wishes, 


eliminate the processors of agricul- 


tural commodities. He can upset 
overnight the plan of merchandis- 
ing, processing and distribution of 
the farmer’s crops built up over a 
period of 100 years.” 

The statement said since “one 
plan of salvation may be tried to- 
day, another tomorrow,” and 
“another next week,” a “state of un- 
certainty will be created,” and “in- 
vestors and buyers will not come 
into the market.” 

“No Hope of Success.” 

“There can be no hope of success 
for this plan,” the statement added. 
“We feel sure our great chief ex- 
ecutive, should this become evident, 
would quickly move to redeem his 
promise and to change or repeal 
when he was convinced that the 
plan was headed for the same rocks 
that other plans of like nature have 
been wrecked upon. It follows, 
however, that months would ensue 
before the resulting snarl could be 
straightened out. The damage 
would be irreparable. 

“It would be most unfortunate 
just at this time when the whole 
country is co-operating in a won- 
derful effort to bring about recov- 
ery if the well-laid plans and the 
propagandized efforts of these pro- 
fessional farm leaders, with no 
farmer following, should result in 
legislation which within a very 
short time would break down every 
effort our President and the Con- 
gress are making to restore pros- 
perity.”

His wife, Mrs. Vander- 
bilt, and his son, Harry Morgan Jr., 
were at the bedside. 

Funeral services will be held to- 
morrow.

1960. He was educated in Belgium 
and Germnay until 16, then at Exe- 
ter Academy, N. H. He studied law 
with his father. Morgan married 
Laura Kilpatrick, daughter of Gen.

A Rengo News Agency dispatch 
from Hsifengkow, most important 
Great Wall pass in the central sec- 
tion of the southern Jehol border, 
said Major-General Heijiro Hat- 
tori’s fourteenth infantry brigade 
took the town to end repeated coun- 
ter attacks on Hsifenkow.

Sung Cheh-yuan, commander of 
the twenty-eighth Chinese army, 
threw his entire command into the 
fight in an attempt to recapture 
Hsinfekow. 

Japanese said their machine guns 
mowed down hundreds of the Chi- 
nese. 

Other Japanese dispatches said 
there was a general Chinese re- 
treat from positions all along the 
south side of ‘the Great Wall.

In 
my judgment this should include 
agricultural financing outside regu- 
lar commercial banking channels. 
I hope the freight rate question 
may receive early attention. 

“If these steps are taken, I feel 
that other action would be largely 
unnecessary. 

“I am not in accord with some 
of the provisions of the proposed 
measure. However, in view of ex- 
isting conditions, I expect to sup- 
port the President in his request 
for the emergency authority pro- 
vided in the bill.” 

While the Agricultural Commit- 
tee was taking final action on the 
bill the Rules Committee approved 
a rule for its consideration.

Protect Missouri's Game and Fish. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

O protect our diminishing supply of 

fish and game in this State, addi- 
tional measures should be enacted. The 
small-mouth bass is in necd of conserva- 
tion. No fish in this State is his su- 
perior. We need a shorter fishing sea- 
gon. It should be restricted, say, between 
May 30 and Oct. 31. This will give fish 

a chance to propagate. Ten or 11 inches 
should be specified as the minimum 
length in taking of bass. Seine and net 
should be forbidden in the small streams. 
There should be no gigging. 

. The frog season should be of same du- 
ration as the fish season. The law should 
place a limit of 10 a day, 15 in possession. 

Rabbit season: November, December, 
January; 10 a day, 15 in possession (rab- 
bits to be marketable). The spring shoot- 
ing of ducks should be stricken out of the 
present State law. Give the ducks a 

chance. Ten ducks a day, 15 in posses- 
sion, should be enough. 

Most of these measures have been sug- 
gested before. Some are employed in oth- 
er states.

The governments of the world have a “clear and in- 


escapable” responsibility to end these conditions, say 
the experts who recently drew up the agenda of the 
economic conference, This expression has a familiar 
ring, and its similarity to the clarion calls for arms 
reduction is easily vecognized. - The world's economic 
difficulties are not to be settled by rhetoric alone, 
however, just as the nations have been unable to set- 
tle the arms debate by emotional eloquence. The 
arms program enunciated last week by Premier Mac- 
Donald brought a new note of realism to the arma- 
ments conference, and realism is the basis on which 
a solution of the economic impasse must be founded. 


John Maynard Keynes, the noted British economist, 


has won his spurs as a practical prophet by his 
shrewd and accurate predictions of the economic con- 
sequences of the Versailles Treaty, published in 1919 
and fulfilled by subsequent events. Writing in Vanity 
Fair, he forecasts the course of the economic: confer- 
ence if it confines itself to symptoms rather than 
causes. 


He says: 


The conference will agree in its collective ca- 
pacity that tariffs and quotas have reached a 
pitch of absurdity and are a menace to interna- 
tional trade, but there will be no offers by indi- 
vidual countries to reduce them. Exchange re- 
strictions will be denounced, but those countries 
where they exist will regret that they are in no 
position to abate them. It will be said that 
debts should be written down when they are be- 
yond the capacity of the borrower, but no indi- 
vidual creditor will offer to write them down. 
The conference will declare that there should be 
a general return to the gold standard as soon as 
possible, but those countries which have gained 
their liberty in this respect will not surrender 
it, except on conditions which they do not expect 
to see satisfied. The conference may agree, even 
with French acquiescence, that prices should be 
raised. But will it offer any plan for raising 
them? 

If this is to be the outcome of the conference— 


and we have the scanty achievements of the arms 
parley as confirmatory precedent—the delegates may 
as well stay at home and utter their pious platitudes 
from domestic rostrums. To avoid such a discourag - 
ing result as an eloquent report without action, the 
preliminary work is all-important. The official agenda 
recognizes this when it says: 


The success of the conference will depend in 
great measure upon the vigor with which the par- 
ticipating governments enter upon preliminary 
negotiations. The prospects of substantial, all- 
round success in the necessarily complex and 
multilateral conference discussions will be great- 
ly enhanced if, in the intervening months, pre- 
liminary negotiations have cleared the way for 
reciprocal considerations.

After 10 years, finis has been written in the Michi- 
gan courjs to one of the chapters in America’s post- 
war anti-radical hysteria.

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REVAMPING FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES. 
“I will go all the way necessary to revamp the 
present system of Government employment agencies, 
as this is a necessary work,” said Miss Frances Per- 
kins, the new Secretary of Labor, in recently out- 
lining her plans. In stating that the work of re- 
vamping is “necessary,” Miss Perkins puts it mildly. 
A recent field survey of the employment service's 
work under Secretary Doak summed up the situation 
as follows: “No unbiased observer could fail to be 
dismayed by the lack of performance, the waste of 
public money, the inefficiency, even the bad faith, 
to be found in most of these offices.” This study was 
made by members of the University of Chicago eco- 
nomics faculty, and some of its findings are given by 
Ruth M. Kellogg in an article in Survey Graphic. 
Mr. Doak was fond of referring to the fact that 
the employment office, as reorganized by him, had 
provided jobs for 2,000,000 workers last year. This 
figure is seriously questioned in the Chicago survey. 
Its authors found many instances of padded figures 
and of downright falsification by local directors.

In 
politically doubtful states, frenzied activities and 
large expenditures were found. In states conceded 
to either side in the campaign, there was lethargy.

IOWA ACTS WHILE MISSOURI HESITATES. : 

The end of the present session of the Legislature 
nears without action by either house on the bill to 
authorize a study of the structure of government in 
Missouri by a group of experts, with a view to econ- 
omy and efficiency. Meanwhile, the Iowa Legislature 
has authorized such a survey of its governmental set- 
up, and it is announced from Des Moines that the 
Brookings Institution of Washington has been en- 
gaged to make the study and formulate the recommen- 
dations. Iowa thus joins the group of some 15 states 
which have employed the findings of political science 
in consolidating boards and bureaus and in elimina- 
tion of overlapping functions. Among the pioneers in 
this movement were two others of Missouri’s neigh- 
bors, Illinois and Nebraska. It would seem self-evi- 
dent that Missouri stands only to gain by the author- 
ization of such a study. No one should be called on 
to prove that systematic revision is to be preferred to 
hit-and-miss change.

AN UNFAIR DISTRICTING BILL. 

Under the redistricting bill now in the State Sen- 
ate, St. Louis and St. Louis County, with a combined 
population of more than a million, will have only 
three congressional districts. The remainder of Mis- 
souri, with about 2,500,000 population, will have 10 
districts. In other words, St. Louis and the county 
will have one Representative in Congress for, on an 
average, each 333,000 of population, and the rest of 
the State will average one for each 250,000 of popula- 
tion. If that is representative government, Tom 
Pendergast is a Hoover Republican. 

In addition to the general gerrymander of the state, 
Messrs. Kinney, Brogan and Doran, the three St. 
Louis Senators, were permitted to arrange a local 
gerrymander. They have formed what is facetiously 
known as the Cochran district, designed to insure 
the return of John J. Cochran to Congress. It con- 
tains epproximately 260,000 persons, while the other 
two local districts have a combined population of 
800,000. If Cochran can carry the district carefully 
carved to include as many Democrats as possible, the 
Republican party will have left but three districts in 
the entire State, two locally and one in the south- 
western part of the State. 

Under the redistricting bill passed by the last Leg- 
islature, it will be recalled, the Democrats graciously 
gave the Republicans five districts and took only eight 
for themselves. Gov. Caulfield vetoed the bill on the 
ground that it was unfair. We wonder how he would 
designate the present gerrymander.

HE amount that any person is allowed 
Te deposit in the Postal Savings banks 

is $2500. There is no reason why the 
amount should not, at least in this crisis, 
be raised to $25,000,000, or as much more as 
anybody has; and to take so simple a step 
would tend to limit hoarding and increase 
confidence. Such a move would not be 
isolated. It would recognize a principle that 
sooner or later—and probably soon—will be 
recognized anyway: that the body which 
has the power to inspect and control the 
banks should assume the risk of their sound- 
ness or lack of it. 

Moreover, it would be an entering wedge 
for a still larger principle. To those capabie 
of realizing that we are now witnessing 
the end of an era, it is clear that anythirg 
like the existing debt structure cannot exist 
in the new era which we must build.

Government Extends. Time; 5 
Per Cent Withdrawals in 
Unlicensed Banks.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Gold 

hoarders have been given until 

March 27 to return their stocks to 


closed banks for meeting payrolls 
and necessities of life. It was ex- 
plained unofficially that with a 
number of banks now open, the 
regulations could well be set aside 
to conserve the assets of banks 
closed or under conservators. 


The original time limit for filing 
a list of gold hoarders expired last 
Friday. Ever since announcement 
was made that hoarders were being 
checked, a flow of gold has poured 
into Reserve banks, The Treasury 
said that on March 15 a total of 
$327,000,000 had been returned. 

It has been pointed out that with 
a list of hoarders the Treasury 
could either publish the names or 
turn them over to the Justice De- 
partment for action under the anti- 


hoarding, “of gold or silver coin or 
bullion or currency by any person 
within the United States,” etc. Vio- 
lations carry penalties of $10,000 
fine or 10 years imprisonment or 
both.

Jim Braddock, who has been 


trading punches With some of the 


best men in the light-heavyweight and even the heavyweight divi- 
sion for seven years, is here for his bout with Al Stillman at The 


Arena tomorrow night. 


Braddock convinced the few 
fans who gathered at the Nation- 
al Gymnasium to see his work out 
yesterday, that Stillman is in for 
a rather bad time. Boxing with 
Eddie Foster and Les Schulte, 


Braddock showed a good left hand 


and a powerful overhand right. 


Considering the fact that he has 
included among his opponents, Max- 
ie Rosenbloom, Jimmy Slattery, 
Tommy Loughran (when Lough- 
ran was at his best) and others 
among the top rank, Braddock is 
practically unmarked and shows 
few signs of the ring wars he has 
been through. 


He will go into the ring weigh- 
ing about 180 pounds, which will be 
four or five pounds heavier. than 
Stillman. Otherwise he is just 
about Stillman’s build. He has long 
flat muscles rather than the 
bunchy type with which Stillman 
is well suppliéd. 

Real Test for Stillman. 

It would appear that the two 
men are ideally matched. Of 
course, Braddock has had far more 
experience against good fighters 
than Stillman, but Al has had 
enough battles to fit him to meet 
those in the top flight. 

The bout should really show 
Stillman just where he is headed 
in the boxing game. He will meet 
one of the most dangerous punch- 
ers he has ever faced and a man 
who also can box. Al showed 
against Rosenbloom that he éan- 
mot be classed as a master boxer 
ut he also showed he can hit with 


both hands when he put Maxie on 
the floor with a left hand to the 
body.

DAVIS CUP TEAM

NEW YORK, March 20.—The 
drive to bring back the Davis Cup 
to the United States this year got 
under way today with the reap- 
pointment of Bernon S. Prentice of 
New York as chairman of the 
Davis Cup Committee. As soon as 


the appointment was announced by 
Harry S. Knox, president of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Associ- 
ation, Prentice issued a call for the 
General Davis Cup Committee of 
26 to meet here March 27 to discuss 
plans for the campaign. 

The naming of Prentice was tak- 
en as an indication that his train- 
ing methods, which came in for 
considerable criticism last year 
when the American team lost to 
France in the challenge round, had 
the backing of the association, and 
that the team probably will com- 
pete in the Wimbledon champion- 
ships this year. 

Tentative plans for the North 
and South American zone compe- 
titions, leading up to the American 
final, May 25, 26 and 27, also were 
made public today. Sites for most 
of the matches were not named, 
but the dates tentatively selected 
for the North American zone were: 
United States vs. Mexico at Mex- 
ico City, May 5, 6 and 7; Cuba vs. 
Canada, April 28, 29, 30 if played in 
Cuba, or May 11, 12, 13 if played in 
Canada; North American final, 
May 18, 19, 20, somewhere in the 
United States.

How They Finish. 


der they run the last eighth 
faster or slower“ is a ques- 
tion that interests a racehorse 
follower, Ed Stemson. It is hard- 
ly necessary to consult the rec- 
ords to find the answer to that. 
Horses which, in a race of a mile 
and one-eighth have to keep step 
with pace-making sprinters and 
then come on to win, can hardly 
have the same drive left in the 
last quarter or eighth of a mile as 
they show at the start. 

Fractional times as reported in 
charts are not official. They are 
clocked by the chart makers in 
the press box. Probably they do 
not miss any fraction by more 
than two-fifths of a second, if 
that much. 

A compilation from racing form 
records show that in races at the 
mile and one-eighth distance, the 
average time for the last furlong 
under fast track conditions is 

132-5 seconds. The average time 
for the first eighth is around 12 


seconds, for horses of good class. 


At the mile and one-quarter 
distance there is no doubt as to 
the slower finish. The average 
time for the final quarter in eight 
big stake races at 10 furlongs 
was 26 1-5 seconds. On the other 
hand the first. quarter of these 
races averaged 23 4-5 seconds.

What's In a “Stretch Run“? 


HERE is no such thing as a 

horse running a race in even 
quarters, unless he is running 
alone against time. Accidents of 
racing make it certain that no 
single entry in a field of eight or 
10, unless he is a front-running 
Man O’War, can expect to avoid 
racing accidents which will affect 
his fractional time. 

Even when a thoroughbred is 
seen coming down the stretch 
“like a thunderbolt,” overtaking 
horse after horse to win “going 
away,” the probabilities are that 
the victory of the stretch-runner 
was due not to a real increase in 
speed on his part, but to the di- 
minution of speed on the part of 
his more tired rivals. A sturdy 
horse, maintaining a nearly level 
pace, will seem to be running wild 
in the stretch.
